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Pope will find Mexican Catholics have strong faith 


MEXICO CITY (NC)—During his visit to Mexico this 
month Pope John Paul II wil see Catholics who have a 
strong faith despite a history of anti-church legislation. 


The crowds the pope will draw are representative of that 
strong faith. Some 96 percent of all Mexicans are baptized 
Catholics. Of these, 88 percent were confirmed and 68 
percent go to church on Sunday. 


IN A COUNTRY of “machismo” (male dominance), 
where looser bonds could be expected, 70 percent of all 
Marriages are contracted in the Catholic church. 


The Shrine of Guadalupe, where Pope John Paul II will 
celebrate mass to open the third general assembly of the 
Latin American bishops, is a living example of that faith. 
Some 5,000 persons pray before:the image of Our Lady 
every weekday and from 80,000 to 100,000 on Sundays. 


Despite legal restrictions, Catholics receive instruction 
in the faith, many even a Catholic education. The bishops 
have worked out compromises and accommodations with 
the government. In 20 years the number of dioceses has 
grown from 34 to more than 70. There are 9,400 priests, 
almost all Mexicans. 


“UNLIKE MANY Latin American nations, Mexico receives 
Aiitie help from foreign missionaries, who number only 


“396. Seminarians number about 2,700, and there are 


more than 19,500 religious. 


According to laws based on the Constitution of 1917, 
priests cannot vote, cannot be elected to public office, 
cannot inherit or will possessions. Outside of churches or 
religious houses they cannot wear distinctive clerical garb. 


The church has no juridical recognition and does not 
own_any buildings. Since the middle of the 19th century, 
church buildings are legally the property of the state. 
Currently, churches remain state property, but are 
administered by the hierarchy. 


THE VISIT of Pope John Paul already has caused 
controversy regarding the question of diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican. In a nation of contrasts, the Communist 
Party has come out in favor of establishing relations, while 


- conservative groups.generally considered devoutly 


Catholic oppose such a move as do the Masons. 


Pope John Paul is scheduled to visit with the poor either 
in urban slums or outlying villages. The visits should show 
the pope Mexico’s sharp social contrasts. 


Mexico is wealthy in natural resources. It produces 10 
times more oil than it consumes. It is also rich in other 
minerals and in farm and cattle products. But it also hasa 
high unemployment rate, growing inflation and a lack of 
baisc services for. a growing population. The annual growth 
rate is 4.4 percent.

Another example is the flow of jobless peasants across 
the border in search of work on the farms and ranches of 
the southwestern United States. The land problem has 
been the majorsocial challenge in Mexico's history, mostly 
because of poor distribution and irrigation. 


Mexicans, while living ina democracy of sorts, have little 
chance of electing the government. Officials, including the 
president, are chosen before elections by the leaders of 
the Partido Revolucionario Institucional (PRI), which has 
been in power since 1917. Labor and peasant 
organizations are government-sponsored, and the few

independent ones experience many restrictions. 


SOME CHURCH leaders launched efforts to improve the 
lot of the Indians, who number about 12 million of the 
country’s 63 million people. 


Efforts were made to educate priests and bishops to the 
challenges of Vatican II and to the needs of the people. 


But the memory of the religious persecution of the late 
1920s and the dangers present in the anti-clerical laws 
have their effect. Most church leaders contained such 
movements and preferred to rely on popular religiosity to 
keep church life viable. 

Among the main concerns of the Latin. American 
bishops assembly is how to adopt pastoral programs in 
response to current realities and challenges. And Mexican 
Catholics are expected to benefit from the direct contact 
with Pope John Paul and his bishops. 


Bay medical society president compares 
abortion to ‘mentality for mass murder’

SAN FRANCISCO—Dr. Rafael Solari, who recently 
completed a term as president of the San Francisco 
Medical Society, has written’ a strong statement 


- condemning abortions and the doctors who perform 
- them. 


The message appeared in the December 1978 
issue of San Francisco Medicine, the magazine forthe 
San Francisco Medical Society. 


ENTITLED “Another Holocaust?”, the statement 
makes an analogy between today’s attitudes toward 
abortion and the Holocaust of Nazi Germany. It also 
details the medical professions’ attitude toward the 


_ abortion issue. 


Recalling the Holocaust, Dr. Solari wrote: “This 
mentality for mass murder originated in advocates 
who prepared the way by eliminating the defenseless 
members of society. Since the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision, it has taken American abortionists only six 
years to kill the same number of people as were killed 
during the 12 years of Germany’s Third Reich.” 


Dr. Solari noted that until the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision the medical profession adhered to the 
provision of the Oath of Hippocrates which stated: “! 
will not give to a woman a pessary to produce 
abortion.” 


IN ADDITION, in 1871 the American Medical 
Association described abortionists as “men who 
cling to a noble profession only to dishonor it; false 
brethren; educated assassins; these modern 
Herods...” 

Dr. Solari reaffirmed the principal tenet of all who 
oppose abortion. “Medical science,” he wrote, “tells 
us that the unborn is human life.” 

He cited an editorial inthe September 1970 issue of 
California Medicine which stated: “The scientific fact 
which everyone really knows, (is) that human life 
begins at conception and is continuous, whether 
intra- or estrauterine, until death.” 


COMPARING the abortionist of today, who insists 
on the right to abortion purely for a matter of 
convenience “in a pluralistic society,” to the pre-Civil 


_ War Southern slave owner, who insisted on hisrightto 


own slaves for his economic benefit “in a pluralistic 
society,” Dr. Solari asked: 

“Can America today tolerate a ‘little bit’ of abortion 
any more than the America of yesteryear could 
tolerate a ‘little bit’ of slavery?” He added: “Just as 
there was no moral justification for slavery in Civil War 
days, there is no moral justification for abortion 
today.” 

Referring to America’s recent concern for the civil 
rights of citizens all over the globe, he asked: “How 
can we justify denying the right to life itself to new 
human beings?”

VATICAN CITY—Pope John Paul II condemned 
abortion for the third time in a week during his 
general audience Jan. 3. Responding to Italian 
critics accusing him of meddling in Italian politics, 
the pope said abortion is a matter “of moral law, 
therefore of conscience.”

President Antonio Guxman of the Dominican 
Republic said he expects Pope John Paul II to visit 
the country Jan. 25 on his way to Mexico and the 
assembly of Latin American bishops in Puebla.

St. Adelaide works to rebuild 
church destroyed by arson

HIGHLAND—It appears 


the arsonist(s) who started 


the fire that destroyed St. 
Adelaide church last July 
will not be caught. In any 
case the pastor and parish- 
ioners work toward raising 
enough funds to rebuild 
their church. 


Battalion Chief George 
Alex, fire prevention super- 
visor for the California 
Department of Forestry 
(CDF), said “we've exhaust- 
ed all possible leads.” 


HUNDREDS of man 
hours by investigators from 
the CDF and San Bernar- 
dino County Fire Warden’s 
Office and the county Sher- 
iff's arson squad have gone 
inte the probe. - 


The investigators, who 
studied burn patterns on 
the floor of the 22-year-old, 
Spanish-styled church, 
established that the fire 
was deliberately set with a 
flammable liquid. 


Meanwhile, despite the 
generosity of individuals 
and 18 area churches in 
donating funds to help 
build a new church, rising 
costs and delays concern 
Father William Erstad, 


pastor, and his parishion- . 


ers. 
THE CHURCH will cost

A recently completed 
fund- raising campaign 
brought in $173,000 in 
pledges, $27,000 short of 
its $200,000 goal. Thus far, 
$31,619 of the pledges has 
been paid. 


THE FIRST rush of contri- 
butions has dwindled, and 
when Christmas neared, 
people were faced with 
other commitments, Father 
Erstad said. 


“Those who made pled- 
ges back in September are 


._ trying faithfully to keep 


their commitments each 
month,” he said. 


“lf we see a big gap 
(between the costs and the 
money available), we may 
have to appeal again to 


those who didn’t pledge,” - 
* he said. The situation will 


be reassessed Jan. 31.

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A time to keep

Almost every other story coming over the 
Catholic wire setvice these days is a statement 
from our Pope John Paul II. He’s speaking out on 


every subject, not least some of the more. 


contentious ones like abortion, divorce, celibacy 
and the garb of nuns. 


As Jan. 22 comes around again, it is heartening 
to see the pope's exhortation to continue to resist 
the pro-abortion forces, particurlarly in Italy where 
the subject came to a head last year. 


‘in a meeting with Italian doctors just after 
Christmas, Pope John Paul expressed “sincere 
admiration for all those health care workers who 
are daily resisting flattery, pressures, threats and at 
times even physical violence” by opposing 
abortion. And in his last talk of 1978, on New Year's 
Eve, the pope issued an attack on abortion and 
divorce, both of which, he said, are “destructive of 
human values.” 


Status in the United States 


Despite the high court’s attempt to settle the 
abortion question in the United States, there is a 
profusion of court cases under litigation. These 
generally deal with whether or not abortion should 
be funded by the taxpayers°and how much 
regulation of abortion is permissible under the 
1973 rulings. And abortion clinic sit-ins are 
becoming a regular feature of the pro-life scene, 
bringing arrests and complex legal maneuveringin 
their wake. 


But there are other abortion-related contro- 
versies that wind up in the courts, among them a 
recent battle involving Blue Cross-Blue Shield and 
Mayor Théodore DiMauro of Springfield, Mass. The 
battle ended with Superior Court Judge Kent Smith 
telling DiMauro he could not add an anti-abortion 
message to a series of “Tel-med” tapes provided by 
the medical insurer. The mayor made the attempt 
after learning that the tapes, which the city had 
agreed to pay for, contained abortion information

along with the medical advice which DiMauro 
thought was being provided.

More substantive questions are involved in two 
cases now before federal judges in Ohio and 
Louisiana. The cases are being tried as a result of

challenges to the Akron, Ohio, and Louisiana 
abortion laws, which backers say are needed to 
make the term “informed consent” mean anything. 
Opposition forces, led by the American Civil 
Liberties Union, say the laws are meant to 
interfere with what they say is a woman’s right to 
abortion. The challenged laws require a 24-hour 
waiting period before an abortion, notification of 
the parents of an unemancipated minor before she 
may have an abortion, warnings about the dangers 
of abortion, that the woman be told the facts of fetal 
development, and that the abortionist use a non- 
lethal method ifthe child is capable of living 
outside the womb. 


In Pennsylvania, pro-lifers reacted bitterly to a 
ruling by U.S. District Judge Louis C. Bechtle in 
Philadelphia that the state must pay for abortions 
judged “medically necessary” for welfare women. 
The Pennsylvania Pro-Life Federation charged that 
the restrictions on elective welfare abortions were 
struck down because the state under the prompt- 
ing of pro-abortion Gov. Milton Shapp, merely went 
through the motions of defending the restrictions. 
Norman Watkins, deputy attorney general for the 
state, said the law had been defended as well as it 
could have been, but said there was no doubt that 
the state was not enthusiastic about its defense. “I 
personally think the judge made a correct 
decision,” Watkins said. 


The pro-life presence will again be felt in 
Washington and throughout the country Jan. 22, 
when thousands of pro-lifers will take part in the 
sixth annual March for Life, marking the anniver- 
sary of the Supreme Court abortion verdicts. The — 
court ruled that the state may not forbid abortionin 
the first trimester of pregnancy; that during the 
second trimester, the state could make no.regula- 
tion not related to maternal health; after the point 
where the child is capable of surviving outside the 
womb, the state can regulate abortion—except 
those done to preserve the mother’s life or health.

guard and illuminate his own faith and 
that of other Catholics cannot and must 
not overstep. © 


/ “These limits are drawn by the living 
magisterium of the church, which is the 
proximate norm of truth for all the faithful, 
as we ourselves have recalled in the 
encyclical ‘Mysterium Fidei’ (The Mystery 
of Faith).” 

The Holy Father disapproved of an 


excessive liberty of interpretation with 
regard to the dogmas of the Christian 


religion. “As if everyone were permitted to © 


consign to oblivion doctrine already 
defined by the church, or to interpret it in 
such a way as to weaken the genuine 
meaning of the words or the approved 
import of the concept involved.” 


When we seek new ways to understand 
old dogmas, let's be sure that-they are in 
harmony with what the Catholic church 
holds, a church commisioned by Christ to 
teach all men.

true. 


‘Worse than mere omission, Father 


Domas’ statement, “The point is, how- 
ever, that if these words and their 
definitions were given to-us by theolo- 
gians, we should not be too-startled if, in 
time, the theologians refine or attempt 
other ways to define what was admittedly 
beyond their complete understanding in 
the first place,” could easily mislead the 
unwary intothe mistaken notion that it was 
theologians alone who gave us _ these 
definitions, and that therefore the theolo- 
gians are at complete liberty to alter them 
as they will. 


Father Domas’ first statement, “...it was 
a revelation to me how many theological 
arguments were hidden behind the cut 
and dried certainty of catechism ques- 
tions and answers,” appears to hint at the 
extent to which theologians infected by an 
exaggerated sense of their own impor- 
tance in the church calmly dismiss the 
rudiments of the faith. 


Every serious effort to express the truths 
of the faith more aptly or fully, including 
attempts to achieve a deeper and more 
comprehensive understanding of tradi- 
tional doctrines should be given a fair 
hearing, for ours is a living faith with the 
Holy Spirit still present in our midst. 


But |, for one, neither have nor want any 
part of theologians who are seeking new 
ways to understand the traditional doc- 
trines listed.

Public television viewers have grown 
accustomed to the assured ease with 
which the British turn historical subjects 
into credible and compelling television 
drama. Whatever the reasons—a greater 
sense of the past and its traditions or 
simply more care in getting the details 
right—the British have the knack of re- 
creating history for the TV camera. 


The most current example of this British 
affinity for historical drama is a series 
devoted to the life of Edward VII (1841- 
1910). It is a stunning production about 
the “playboy king” who lived 60 years in 
the shadow of his tenacious mother, 
Queen Victoria, before he succeeded to 
the throne.to rule the Empire for less than 
a decade. :

How do we understand that God is hurt by sin? 


By Father David Burrell, CSC 


Most of us learned about sin early. We 
memorized what sin was, and we acquired a 
list of sins. The list, we soon found out, 
reflected particular concerns of parents, and 
teachers. So we revised it according to the 
amount of respect each of these came to 

- command.’ Sometimes we revised it too 
_ quickly, as we recognized later, when we 
_ learned to respect: those people alittle more. 


But it was the definition we memorized that 
has served us better over the long run: Sin is 
an offense against God. Each time. we 

- revised that list of sins, we discovered a new . 
face to God. This happens in spite of 
ourselves, as we are challenged by individuals . 
we admire, and yet who value things 
differently from'the way we do. 


‘IT ALSO HAPPENS as we become more 
familiar with the scriptures, especially with 
those people in the gospels who play the role 
of pharisee, and who find themselves so 
threatened by Jesus’ presence. They held 
clear ideas of right and wrong, of lawful and 
sinful actions, and Jesus’ behavior often 
scandalized them. What he was trying to say 
was: This is what God is like; you have 
distorted him.

Jesus’ plans

If formerly unsympathetic scholars are now 
more willing to take the gospel miracles 
seriously, it is also true that ultra-conservative 
biblicists (especially Catholics) are more 
inclined to agree that the miracle stories as 
such show evidence of literary and theolo- 
gical embellishment. The account of the 
multiplication of loaves, for instance, is clearly 
cast in an unmistakably eucharistic mold. 


An especially puzzling narrative is that of 
the exorcism in Mark 5:1-20, with parallels in 
Matthew 8:28-34 and Luke 8:26-39. As the 
basic datum was passed on in the pre-gospel 
tradition, it seems to-have picked up several 
picturesque details, some of them smacking 
of popular folklore. 


QNE ENCOUNTERS confusion: from 
the beginning. The locale is on the eastern 
. shore of the Lake of Galilee, in “Gerasene 
territory” (Mark 5:1). But this would be about 
30 miles to the southeast, and the story tells 
us that after the exorcism the now frenzied 
swine “went rushing down the bluff into the 
lake,” suggesting a spot overlooking the 
water. 


That this difficulty was noticed early is 


us at all is what those things are. That is why 
we need a list too. 


Jesus’ words to his apostles well along in 
their training in discipleship make this.point 


clearly: “You know that among the pagans _ 


the rulers lord it over them, and their great 
men make their authority felt. This is not to 
happen among you. No; anyone who wants to 


be great among you must be your servant, — 


just as the Son of Man came not to be served 


_ but to serve” (Matthew 20:25). : 
‘PAGAN RULERS “lord it over” their 


people because that is how they imagine their 
gods ruling them; not so the God whom Jesus 
reveals. What would be virtue for a pagan 
becomes wrong for a follower of Jesus, for he 
reveals God to be our Father. 


A bizarre list of sins reflects a grotesque 
God, while a modest yet clear list offers a 
better likeness of God, for whatever actions 
we name sins, sin remains an offense against 
God. But how can that be? How can we ever 
get ourselves into a position actually to hurt 
God? 


I suspect that we would not find it so hard to 
generate an accurate list if we understood 
better how this worked—our capacity to 
offend God. We know pretty well what sorts 
of things are right or wrong. The difficulty 
usually comes with owning up to them 
ourselves. 


HERE IS WHERE it helps to distinguish 
“sin” from “sins.” In biblical language, sins are 


actions that “miss the mark.” They represent 
ways of falling off from faithfulness to a God 


who is ever faithful to us. Sin, however, calls” 


attention to our attitude toward those actions 
we recognize to be sins. 


‘If we can admit to having done them, and 
ask forgiveness for the part we played in 


~ committing them, we have taken a giant step 
‘toward a forgiving God. But if we try to shift 


the blame (as Adam did, and then Eve), or 


describe our actions in a more flattering light, 
or otherwise dodge responsibility, then we | 


are drifting from sins to sin. 


The state of sin, then, looks like a massive. . 


~ cover-up campaign. It calls on every resource 


we have to avoid calling what we have done © 


by its proper name, to deny any miajor part in 
the affair ourselves. Our human capacity to 
generate sentences baffles linguists; what 


- should baffle us is the ease with which we use 


that capacity to generate excuses. 


-EACH OF US is ingenious at devising 


_excuses. The total effect of these creates a 


situation ‘in which truth can hardly survive— 
though it stands out starkly when we come 
across it. That is what John called “the world” 
or “darkness.” It is a frame of mind and an 
attitude of heari which had to banish the light 
from. its midst, which could not tolerate 
Jesus. 


What hurts God is whatever we do to 
compound that situation of avoidance, denial 


‘ and cover-up. He is hurt because he wants so 


much that each of us become the person we 
are meant to become. He holds no blueprint 
of that person, yet denying our current 
engagements will keep us from recognizing 
the direction in which we are actually going, 
and so we will be unable to discover the path 
that is ours. 


By continuing to confirm a situation that 
hides us from the truth about ourselves, we 
can offend a God who wants one thing for us: 
that we become our true selves. 


THERE ARE WAYS out, but each one : 
involves a mini-conversion—aturningaround. —~ 
~ to recognize how we have been deceiving 
ourselves. We hate to admit that, yet we have . 
known it all along, That is thei irony, even the. 


paradox of sin. - 


And that is why asking for forgiveness it is . 
always asking for healing as well. For we are | 


seldom simply asking to be forgiven for. 
missing the mark, but also for going on to 
pretend that we never miss the mark. It is that 
penchant of ours for continually deceiving 
ourselves, I suspect, that we should have in 
mind at the beginning of each mass when we 
are invited to confess to being sinners. 


No single action may loom up, but we can 


each be sure that we are engaged fulltime in - 


“editing an elegant version of ourselves” 
(Kierkegaard) and that it is probably false. We 
can then pray to become enlightened enough 


~ to know how to ask forgiveness and healing 


from the one whose Passover we celebrate, 
our light as well as our life.

THE NARRATIVE has many deataine of 
a good horror story. The possessed man is 
said to be living a scary existence among the 
tombs. All attempts to restrain him had 
proved futile. Not even chains did any good. 
They had tried handcuffs, too, “but he had 
pulled the chains apart and smashed the 
fetters. No one had proved strong enough to 
tame him. © 


“Uninterruptedly cae and day, amid the 


- tombs and on the hillsides, he screamed and 


gashed himself with stones” (Mark 5:4-5). A 
truly dramatic challenge to Jesus’ power over 
the fearsome forces of evil. 


The challenge is immediately forthcoming. . 


The madman comes at Jesus, shrieking: 
“Why meddle with me, Jesus, Son of God 
most high? I implore you in God’s name, do 
not torture me!” 

HE HAD SENSED the stranger’s power 
as the agent of one stronger than the one who 
had subjugated him, and was at one and the 
same time awestruck, frightened and defiant. 
For Jesus had been saying to him: “Unclean 
spirit, come out of the man!” And now Jesus 
asks an apparently irrelevant question: 
“What is your name?” 


But it was a popular belief at the time that 
knowledge of a person’s name gave the 
possessor of that knowledge a power over the 
other which he would otherwise not have had. 


The demoniac’s answer is even stranger: 
“Legion. is: my name.” A legion:was.a Roman 
army unit of more than 6,000 men:iIt has been 
suggested, however, that in the earliest, the 
Aramaic, form of the story, he had answered, 
“My name is ligyona (‘soldier’), and I am just 
one of a vast army,” or words to that effect. 


LATER, when ‘ligyona’ was read as 
‘legion,’ the story had to be adapted to 
accommodate a whole army of demons. 


_ But the most fantastic detail of the story is 


Jesus’ transfer of the demons from’ the 
possessed man to a herd of about 2,000 
swine. The frenzied animals stampeded down 
the bluff into the lake and drowned. 


This is the sort of thing that makes for a 
picturesque folktale, especially from the 
viewpoint of the Jews who first told it. It fitted 


in with their loathing of swine. And it: 


underscored the power of the demonic forces 
conquered by Jesus. 


THE SWINEHERDS run to tell the 
townspeople, who come out and are amazed 
at the complete transformation in the 
madman. But they are still more concerned 
about the loss of their pigs, and beg Jesus to 
go elsewhere. Apparently pigs meant more to 
them than people. 


This was;certainly not Jesus’ attitude, and 
the liberated man appreciated it deeply. He 
pleaded with Jesus to let him join him, but his 
Savior had other plans for him. He told him to 
stay in his own district and spread the good 
news. The missionary took his:commission 
seriously. 


Not infrequently Jesus’ plans for us are 
surprisingly different from even our most 


noble aspirations, but if we take him seriously, — 
_ the results are simply amazing. -

The image here is of a sailor earnestly 
concentrating on the winds, the tide, the 
currents, his rudder and the sails in order to 
bring his ship into the harbor. Our author in 
the epistle to the Hebrews subtly follows the 
analogy through where he says: “We must 
therefore do everything we car to reach this 
place of rest.” (4:11) 

In the epistle to the Ephesians St. Paul 
emphasizes the method, about which we are 
to be so earnest, for arriving at this rest: “Be 
very careful about the sort of lives you lead, 
like intelligent and not like senseless people. 


Change is a constant in our human 
experience. Meditation, however, can 
provide us with an anchor amidst the changes 
of human life by putting us into contact with 
the divine purpose for our life. 


“When God wanted to make the heirs to 
the promise thoroughly realize that his 
purpose was unalterable, he conveyed this by 
an oath so that we, now that we have found 
safety, should have a strong@encouragement 
to take a firm grip on the rope that is held out 
to us. Here we have an anchor for our soul, as 
sure.as it is firm.” (Hebrews 6:17-19) 


THE AUTHOR of the epistle to the 
Hebrews began this nautical metaphor when - 
he said in Chapter 2: “We ought, then, to turn 
our minds: more attentively than before to

but recognize what is the will of the Lord.” 
(5:15-17)

WE ARE therefore, to concentrate all our 
moral effort on recognizing the “will of the 
Lord.” Returning to the epistle of the 
Hebrews, “the will of the Lord” is summarized 
in the “the promise of Abraham, ‘I will 
shower blessings on you.’” (6:13) In giving 
this promise, God, “swore by his own self, 
since it was impossible for him to swear by 
anyone greater.” (6:13) 


Our anchor, therfore, is in the confidence 
we have as we earnestly seek out the “will of 
the Lord” amid the tides, the currents and the 
winds of human life. We know absolutely, 
because God promised on himself, that the 
“will of the Lord” is to “shower blessings” on 
us. Amid the changes of this life, God’s one 
purpose is to bless us! Thus, we ought to 
“take a firm grip on the hope that is held out 
to. us.” (Hebrews 6:19) 
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meditation: An anchor amidst change 


How do we take a firm grip? “We ought, 
then, to turn our minds more attentively than 
before to what we have been taught, so that 
we do not drift away.” (Hebrews 2:1) Or, as 
we have read in the epistle to the Ephesians: 
“Be very careful about the sort of lives you 
lead, like intelligent and not like senseless 
people. This may be a wicked age, but your 
lives should redeem it. And. do not be 
thoughtless but recognize what is the will of 
the Lord.” (5:15-17) 


‘We are being asked here to meditate on 
God’s promises in an intelligent and sensible 
way so that we can see the “will of the Lord” in 
all the changes of our life. Finding God’s 


constant purpose in our life will be like an 
anchor of hope and because of this hope we 
will’ enter into God’s rest in spite of the 


changes in the human situation.

Not all the beheaded 
martyrs of Christendom, the ecstatic nuns of 
Europe, the five proofs of Aquinas, or the 
pamphlets of my Catholic acquaintances, 
provided anything: like the answers that 
Newman did.”

Several years ago, while at Campion Hall, 
the Jesuit residence at Oxford, I visited the 


John Henry Newman preached most of his 
parochical and plain sermons before he 
‘became a Catholic and eventually a cardinal. 


Newman is mostly remembered for “The 
Idea of a University,” for his “Apologia,” his 
“Essay on the Development of Dogma” and 
his “Grammar of Assent.” Yet, his fame and 
Spirituality are best glimpsed in those 
fascinating sermons he gave at St. Mary the 
Virgin. 

“THERE IS SOMETHING in moral truth 
and goodness, in faith, in firmness, in 
heavenly-mindedness, in meekness, in 
courage, in loving-kindness, to which this 
world’s circumstances are quite unequal.” So 
he began a marvellous sentence epitomizing 
Christian holiness in a sermon on Oct. 23, 
1836, entitled, “The Greatness and Littleness 
of Human Life.” 


Newman’s style would be ever of an 
~_. elegance distracting from its content were not 
his eloquent words already part of. his 


NEWMAN IS an intellectual’s theologian. 
Yet, he is also the giver of precisely “plain 
sermons” in St. Mary the Virgin, sermons we 
could all understand and respond to. In this, 
he is in the tradition of Ambrose, Gregory and 
Augustine, men who knew that they must 
speak also and at:their best to the weakest 
and the simplest. 


Newman was not afraid to speak of “mental 
prayer,” of “obedience without love,” of “the 
invisible world,” of spiritual warfare, of 
Christian manhood, of Christian intelligence, 
of the crucifixion, of watching, repentance. 


The standards by which Newman judges 
the Christian life are those of scripture. They 
are not of the world. He is insistent that the

NEWMAN WAS convinced that the 
spiritually popular, when examined, was 
likely to be contrary to Christianity. “How 
little we can depend, in judging of right and 
wrong, on the apparent excellence and high 
character of individuals. There is a right anda 
wrong in matters of conduct, in spite of the 
world.” 


These are striking words a century and a 
half later when the Christian’s greatest 
temptation i is precisely in the area of conduct, 
in accepting views of life quite contrary to 
those the church teaches. 


Yet, in all the things most memorable 
about Newman, perhaps the greatest is his 
sense of what really goes on in the world. 


- Prayer, for him, was primarily the relation we 


have with God. “Praying always” was the 
effort to see things, the invisible things, that 
are about us. 

RELIGION for Newman was not con- 
cerned with mental states nor flights of fancy. 
And this world, however lovely, was in- 
complete, at its best a hint, at its worst a vale 
of tears. 

He reflected in his sermon, “Warfare the 
Condition of Victory”: “O how great a good

Nor any more sin; nor any more guilt; nor 
more remorse; nor more punishment; nor 
more penitence; no sloth, no pride, no envy, 
no strife; but the light of God’s countenance, 
and a pure river of waters of life, clear as 
crystal, proceeding out of the throne. That is 
our ‘home’; here we are but on pilgrimage, 
and Christ is calling us home.” 


NEWMAN'S spirituality bore that true 
Christian sense of ultimate priority, that 
however lovely this world be, it is not our goal. 
We are made for God. Who tells us 
otherwise, deceives us. “The earth that we 
see does not satisfy us; it is but a beginning; it 
is but a promise of something beyond it.” 


When we read and reread Newman, 
especially his sermons, we realize how 
desperately we still are in need of Christian 
eloquence, sermons whose inspiration is not 
psychology or sociology or economics, but 
precisely scripture and Christian tradition 
itself. 


We still want to know from our preachers 


‘what those fortunate listeners at St. Mary the 


Virgin. once heard when Newman would 
begin: “There are two worlds, ‘the visible and 
the invisible,’ as the Creed speaks...”

Birth-control bill in Ireland stirs controversy 


DUBLIN, Ireland (NC)— 
The trish government is 


' proposing to finance re- 


search into the Billings or 
natural method of family 
planning and to organize a 
general family planning 
service, based on the meth- 
od, through eight regional 
health boards: 


The project is part of a 
government 
birth-control bill which 
would also repeal long- 
standing anti-contracep- 
tive laws. 


THE REPEAL proposals 
are bitterly dividing the 
Irish population, which is 
95 percent Catholic. 


A pilot Billings project is 
under way in Dublin, spon- 
sored by the World Health 
Organization. The method, 
acceptabie according to 
Catholic teachings, is very 
popular in Ireland. The lrish 
National Association forthe 
Ovulation Method has more 
than 100 centers staffed 
by volunteers, giving advice 
and information. 


Charles Haughey, minis- 
ter for health; plans to meet 
soon with association dele- 
gates to discuss expansion 
of the service and its inte- 
gration into the public 
health program. 


HOWEVER, the govern- 
ment is moving toward a 
political crisis because of 
the bill’s provisions which 
would repeal laws prohi- 
biting sales of contracep- 
tives. The bill currently is 
being debated in the Dail, 
Ireland's Parliament. 


On one side are people 
wanting virtually unrestrict- 
ed availability ofthe pill and 
other artificial contra- 
ceptives. Opposing them 
are people who want the law 
to recognize Catholic con- 
demnation of artificial 
contraception. 


Many people, especially 
those living outside the 
larger cities, fear that 
increased availability of 
contraceptives will lead to 
permissiveness, marital 
failures and.a breakdown of 


St. Charles Borromeo and St. Agnes 


traditional Catholic sexual 
standards. 


IRELAND only recently 
legalized distribution of 
contraceptives. Under 
present law, contraceptives 
cannot be sold, but they 
can be imported for per- 
sonal use. The ban on 
artificial contraception has 
been in force since Irish 
independence in 1922. 


The Catholic bishops 
have pressured the govern- 


ment against unrestricted 
availability of contracep- 
tives. They regard some 
form of amendment to the 
law as unavoidable.and are 
seeking measures which 
control availability. 


The bishops continue 
teaching that artificial birth 
control is morally wrong, 
but they do not say this 
means the government is 
bound to prohibit sales of 
contraceptives.
